Mr. CALDWELL moved, 

That a Committee of Three be appointed to wait on Com¬ 
mon Council and inform that Body, that Select Council desired 
to meet them in Joint Session for the purpose of taking suitable 
action on the death of James A. Garfield, President of the United 
States. 

Which motion was agreed to. 

And Messrs. Caldwell, Lambie and Mellon were appointed. 

And Common Council was so notified. 

And a Committee from Common Council having been intro¬ 
duced, announced that that Body was now ready to meet with 
Select Council in accordance with the request of said Council. 

And Common Council was introduced, 

And Councils being so met. 

President GOURLEY, of Select Council, then said: 

^‘Gentlemen of Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh. We are met in Joint Session this afternoon for the 
sad purpose of taking suitable action upon the death of the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States.” 

The Joint Session was opened with Prayer by the Rev. W. 
J. Reid, D. D.: 

Our Father in Heaven, help us this day to realize the sol¬ 
emn circumstances in which we have met. Help us to know 
and acknowledge Thy divine providence in all things and at all 
times. We have faith in Thee as the God of Nations, the Ruler 
of the Universe. Thou hast been just and full of m^rcy to us 
as Thy children. We have gone astray, but Thou hast brought 
us back. Thou didst bless us with bounteous harvests and years 
of plenty, but we forgot Thee, and then Thou didst withhold the 
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rain. Thou hast taken from us the President of these United 
States. Teach us in this, our great sorrow, oh, our God, sub¬ 
mission to Thy divine power and mercy. Bless him who will 
succeed to the high office of State. Bless him who has come up 
through a sea of trouble to the Presidental chair. You have 
wisdom to guide the ship of State aright. And oh, God, extend 
Thy sheltering arm over the aged and stricken mother, the 
bereaved wife and fatherless children of our fallen chief. Be to 
them and to this Nation a consolation in the dark and trying 
hours through which they are passing. Bless these Councils 
now in session at this time. Give them wisdom and judgment 
to guide and direct the business affairs in this city, and endow 
them with a sense of their responsibility on this solemn occasion, 
as well as at all times. Teach us all a just and right submission 
to the will of God, for Christ’s sake. Amen. 

The PRESIDENTS of Councils announced that they had 
appointed the following members as a Committije to prepare and 
report resolutions touching the matter for which Councils had 
met.

Mr. LAMBIE, From the Committee on Resolutions, pre¬ 
sented and moved the adoption of the following: 

Whereas, All the people of the land are this day in mourning for the good^ 
wise, able and patriotic President, who has so long suffered without murmcr or com¬ 
plaint, from a painlul wound cruelly and causelessly inflicted, and which has at 
length teririnated in his death; and 

Whereas, It is fitting and proper that we, as representatives of the people of 
Pittsburgh, should give expression to the sentiments of profound sorrow which per¬ 
vades all ranks and conditions of the people of our city, therefore, 

Resolved^ By the Select and Common Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, in 
Joint Session assembled, in our own behalf and as an expression of the grief of our 
fellow citizens, 

1. That in the death of James A. Garfield, President of the United States, 
the people have suffered a loss of one in whom they all had full confidence as Chief 
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Executive; confidence in his virtue, in his integrity and in his al>ility, and that in 
the manner of his death, the Nation has suffered a grievous wound and injury, from 
which it will suffer for the time to come. 

2. That we present to the youth of our land the career and record of James 
A. Garfield as that of a typical American citizen, worthy to be emulated and fol¬ 
lowed, We find in him the ever dutiful son, the uniformly kind and affectionate 
husband and father, who, amid the cares of high place, could not overlook or fail to 
perform his home duties; we find in him a laudably ambitious, studious and moral 
youth, a gallant soldier, a pure citizen, and a wise statesman; firm in purpose, yet 
gentle in spirit, alwajs conscious of his high destiny, and striving to attain it by a 
strict performance of duty; patient and heroic in suffering, and ever thoughtful of 
the feelings of others; rising by sheer force of innate merit and worth from the 
lowest to the highest position in the State, we recognize in him and in his career a 
grand illustration of well improved opportunities, and of the value of American 
citizenship. 

3. "^That in our great grief, we forget not ‘‘Him who out of evil bringeth 
‘good;’ ” who through affliction has stilled the voice of faction in our land, changed 
opposition to warmhearted sympathy, and knit together as one man, our entire people, 

4. That this dread lesson has taught us to appreciate more and more the 
blessings of our Government and our free institutions, by arousing in every one of us 
the deep conviction that with the head of our Government, we, the people, are one, 
and with the suffering of our chosen head we all suffer. 

5. That the name and deeds and virtue? of our dead President are now the 
best and dearest heritage of our people, and dear to our heart of hearts and to all 
time shall be dear, that our little ones and the children yet unborn shall be taught 
by our law-loving people to remember and revere the name and character of James 
A. Garfield. 

6. That our heartfelt sympathies are hereby tendered to the venerable and 
loving mother, the noble wife and the affectionate children, who have been deprived 
of the companionship and watchful care of a father, who, though lost to them is 
endeared to the hearts of every family in America, and who with them suffer in the 
loss of a pure and patriotic man. 

7. That as a token of our grief, for the death of our President, as we each 
would do in case of the death of a member of our family, we will drape the Council 
Ch?CrtTbers and city offices in mourning for thirty days. 

8. That a copy of these proceedings be entered on "our minutes and filed 
among the archives of the city, and that a copy of them be sent to the President’s 
bereaved family, and to the office of the Secretary of State of the General Govern¬ 
ment. 


Mr. LAMBIEsaid: 

It was long ago said by a master of language upon an occa¬ 
sion of national sorrow: How are the mighty fallen and the 
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weapons of war perished.” We may most appropriately use tliat 
language upon this solemn occasion. J'ifty million of people 
to-day stand in mourning. Sorrow has wiped out all geograph¬ 
ical divisions, stricken down all party lines, abolished all creeds 
and distinctions between men. We are all brothers in grief. 
Sorrow hath bridged the oceans, and all nations on earth are 
this day in sympathy with us. People often seem to think that 
their particular grievances are greater than any other—they are 
selfish in their grief Not so to day. This is an individual sor¬ 
row—it comes to every heart alike—to great and small—to 
young and old. It is a national sorrow—sincere, genuine, heart¬ 
felt. Not only is it an individual sorrow, a national sorrow, but 
it is a world-wide calamity. It is a sorrow that hath innt noth¬ 
ing of fear for the future. Great as is the shock, we know that 
the institutions of the nation are so well founded that no event 
like this can effect them. 

We have no fear for the dead. His fame is secure for all 
time, and he is sure of a blissful immortality. Call up if you 
will the mighty dead; call the long roll of those who have 
benefitted the race by good deeds, who have shed luster upon 
the age in which they lived; bid the heroes and statesmen of 
past generations pass before you in solemn array, and you will 
not find one in all that glorious array more deserving, more 
honored, more worthy of emulation than the name of James A. 
Garfield. Down through all the ages, to the remotest day of 
the Republic the names of Abraham Lincoln and James A. 
Garfield will stand side by side, equal in honor, glory and fame. 
He sought not the presidential nomination—an admiring people 
thrust it upon him and it was to him a heritage of sorrow. A 
loving son—at the moment of his inauguration to the most 
exalted position on earth—he remembers his mother and lovingly 
salutes her. In the midst, of his pressing duties to the State, 
his wife is stricken down, but none are more attentive, more 
watchful than he. A kind father, a gallant soldier, a wise 
statesman—a pure citizen. A son of poverty he climbs to the 
most exalted position. He is a typical American citizen as 
your resolutions have well called him. 










We have no fear for the family. This venerable mother, 
this licroic and devoted wife, these loving children—we now and 
here commend them to Him who hath promised to be a husband 
to the widow and a father to the fatherless. They shall be the 
wards of the Republic, and the nations first duty to the dead 
shall be to care for them. 

Let there be no feeling of vengeance in our sorrow. Re¬ 
member how the dead one on the day when the cruel blow was 
struck said to his son, who threatened the assassin: “ Not so, 
my son ; not so—vengeance is not for you.^’ 

So let us remit the assassin to that law, whose majesty he 
has violated and who will certainly render to him for his 
crime all the punishment human law can give. Let us leave 
him to history—to the infamy he so richly merits. As our dead 
President himself so well upheld the institutions of his country 
and the majesty and supremacy of her laws—so let us follow him 
and frown down any lawless violence. 

Ah no, sir, let our grief be unpolluted by any such con¬ 
siderations— without fear — without vengeance — conscious of 
the love we bear to him and his, and equally conscious of the 
fact that he loved his native land and her people, let us* lament 
for him this day because we loved him. Gladly, sir, would I 
have, had it been in my power, averted this terrible stroke; no 
sacrifice would have been too great to have offered for his life— 
but since it has come, I hope it may not have come in vain. 
I have faith to believe that from this great sorrow much good 
will result to our loved country. If it shall result in bringing 
us nearer together, if it shall have taught us to forget party 
spirit and feeling, if it shall have impressed upon us the fact 
that we are one as a people, if we feel that w'e have one mission, 
one hope and one destiny, if it shall teach us a higher respect 
for law and for our rulers, who shall dare say that the death of 
James A. Garfield has been in vain. The God who rules the 
destinies of nations will yet bring light out of this deep and 
almost overpowering gloom. 

Let his life and example nerve us as American citizens to do 
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our duty regardless of friend or foe. Let us remember his 
virtues and emulate them; let us remember his family to care 
for them; let us remember his name to cherish it, and in the 
midst of our affliction let us do our duty more conscientiously 
and earnestly than we have ever done it before. 

Mr. CARNAHAN said: 

Mr. President : We are assembled on a mournful occa¬ 
sion. The great affliction, threatened and impending since the 
second of July, and covering the land, at times, as with a pall, 
has at last fallen on the nation in all its sorrowful reality. The 
alterations of hope and fear have come to an end, and death is 
triumphant. Tlie President of the United States has fallen by 
the hand of violence, and a whole people is moved by unaffected 
and sincere grief. The voice of party strife is hushed. There 
are no parties in the United States to-day, and the lamented 
President will carry with him to his grave the perfect confidence 
of the whole nation in his wisdom, integrity and patriotism. It 
is not hazardous to say that no former Chief Magistrate of our 
country, except our great and good Washington ever enjoyed 
th is confidence in higher degree; and if the affection of the 
people and their sympathy for him in his long suffering could 
have saved his life, he would have still lived. But a wise Pro¬ 
vidence has otherwise ordered and we bow, I hope, with Christian 
resignation to the Divine will. Your committee has attempted 
to express in suitable terms our sense of the character and public 
service of the late President; but it may also be permitte^l to me 
to say in a general way that his intellectual qualities were 
known and acknowledged in every quarter of the land, and that 
the moral qualities which he exhibited on his bed of death, 
fortitude in suffering, a Christian courage which did not fear 
death, an affection almost divine for his afflicted wife and children 
and aged mother, a charity, that greatest of human virtues, 
which left no room in his heart for an unkind thought of any 
person, not even his assassin, have never been surpassed in kind 
or degree in any statesman or ruler of modern times. 
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Mr. MONRO said: 

In the presence of death the heart sometimes finds relief 
m recalling to mind the character of the departed. 

James A. Garfield is gone from us ; the choice of the people 
has been stricken down by the assassin's hand, and the people 
mourn, they lament for their President, they lament for the man. 

Alas, the sufferings of the man during the dreadful hours 
since he was struck down; and the grief, anxiety and distress of 
his mother, too old, to be near to watch her boy and smooth his 
pillow; of his wife, the partner of his joys and trials, as she 
stood near him day after day and saw the dear life fade away 
from her; of his children with their tender yearning hearts 
beating anxiously day after day for better news from father. God 
bless and tenderly care for them all, and enable them to bear 
their affliction. 

And we, who have daily watched the wires and eagerly 
listened for good news from our President, how pale has grown 
the cheek, and tender the eye, and choked the voice, as the 
bulletins told us the “President is worse,” and how the heart 
has leaped up and the eye brightened at the words, the “Presi¬ 
dent is better.” How eagerly the mother and father of each 
family in the land watched and waited for the news of a night 
gone, and the little ones assembled to hear the news from Gar¬ 
field ; and nations over the sea, in anxious sympathy, called to 
us each day and asked us the news. Oh it is wonderful, this 
world-wide sympathy of feeling! 

Why is it? why but that the character of the man was 
a constant appeal to the respect and esteem of every one ; why 
was it, but earnest anxiety, that he who by sterling worth had 
risen from a lowly station in life to the very top of societies’ frame 
work, should enjoy the fruits of his labors and yet continue to be 
a blessing to his fellow men, by ruling well and wisely the people 
who had chosen him for their Chief. 

But he is gone, he is at rest, and we remain to remember 
and regret him and to profit by his noble example. 
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Mr. CALDWELL said: 

That although he had not helped to elect Mr. Garfield, yet 
^when the verdict of the people was given, elevating him to the 
highest position in the gift of the nation, he had heartily as¬ 
sented to the verdict. And ever since he had been compelled 
to render him the profoundest respect for his great ability as a 
statesman, his purity of character and strict honesty of purpose. 
He believed with the framers of the resolutions that the great 
calamity of his death will be made in the providence of God a 
rich blessing to the nation. In old times sacrifices were always 
selected of the best of the flock, and now the wisest, the purest, 
the bravest, the best has been offered as our sacrifice and as a 
result we see to-day the nation united as it has never been be¬ 
fore. In North, South, East and West the head of every man, 
woman and child are bowed at one shrine and pouring out 
tears in one common sorrow. From every public and every 
private building, from every palace and every hamlet the emblems 
of bereavement are drooping in sadness. God grant that Thy 
inscrutable providence may lead us to be a wiser and better 
nation. 

Mr. WOOD said: 

Mr. President: The beautiful and touching custom of 
placing flowers on the bier of the loved dead is timehonored and 
appropriate. I sorrowfully bring my tribute, — one simple 
flower, plucked as I pass through the great shadow that lowers 
over the land, and with bowed head and sad heart lay it on the 
bier of the illustrious dead. 

Last night as the great bell knelled the requiem—Pitts¬ 
burgh’s requiem for the dead President, the great crime with all 
its sickly terrors passed before my mind like a hateful vision of 
the night. I saw James A. Garfield in the prime of manhood’s 
hope and strength,—the Chief Magistrate of a mighty nation, 
surrounded with the power and majesty of his station, suddenly 
and causlessly stricken down by the sneaking assassin. Then 
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came the suffering—the long hot days of a scorching summer, 
the sleepless nights of fever, the indignation of an outraged 
people, the alternate hope and despair which thrilled or chilled 
as tidings came of his condition. From mountain to sea went 
up daily prayers for his restoration, and now, after all the agony, 
comes the crushing news, he is dead! The President is dead! 
Little wonder that the appalling catastrophe terrorizes every 
human heart, while blanched cheeks and tearful eyes tell of a 
nation’s bereavement. 

But, Mr. President, through all this gloom there shines 
one beacon light; amid all this despair there remains one con¬ 
solation that gives hope and courage to'the patriot This 
spontaneous and unaffected grief is actuated by a motive deeper 
and grander than mere sorrow for the dead, touching and 
deserving as is that sorrow. The people instinctively feel that 
the assassination of James A. Garfield was not a crime against 
him alone, grievous as was h^s wrong; it was not a crime 
against his family alone, who live to miss him and lament his 
loss; but it is also a crime against you and me and all the 
millions in this broad land ; it is a crime against this Govern¬ 
ment—against its stability and its glory; it is a crime which 
struck at humanity, its rights and liberties, among all people 
and in all countries. 

I rejoice that this outburst of popular grief has a deeper 
significance than mere bereavement. It demonstrates that our 
institutions and liberties are imbedded in the hearts of the people. 
Party and creed are forgotten as they come with clean hands 
and open hearts and surround the altar of our common country 
to make stronger and firmer than ever the Republic founded by 
our fathers. James A. Garfield died not in vain! 

President FORD said: 

Mr. President: There are times and circumstances in 
which the eyes are suffused with tears, the lips quiver and the 
tongue becomes nerveless. These times and circumstances arc 
ones of deep sorrow. Who among us has not experienced such 
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feelin^Ts, when sufifenng from the loss of a near and dear friend ? 
Under such suffering are we now laboring, a friend to all, a great 
leader in the nation has been stricken down, and we are here 
feebly to give expression to our feelings, to record our regrets 
for the great calamity that has bel’allen us, and to mingle our 
sympathies with those of our citizens for the bereaved mother, 
widow and children of the illustrious dead. 

The bells are now tolling a solemn requiem, announcing 
to us the death of a beloved President. Twice in the history of 
this nation have we been compelled to deplore the loss of our 
chief executive, stricken down by the hand of an assassin. The 
circumstances surrounding the death of the martyred Lincoln 
may at this day be taken to some extent as a palliation for the 
great crime. Then we were at the close of a bloody strife, 
when the passions of men were aroused, but in the murder 
of James A. Garfield nothing can be said to relieve the crime of 
its odium. On the second of July, on the eve of a general re¬ 
joicing, in the midst of peace and prosperity, a happy people 
were grief stricken on account of the murderous attempt of one, 
whom it were an insult to our race to call him man. Since that 
day hopes and fears have alternated. At times our expectations 
of recovery seemed about to be realized, again our spirits 
drooped as’we received unfavorable news from the physician’s 
bulletins, and now we, in common with the people of this great 
city, and of the whole country, nay the whole world, are called 
upon to mourn a nation’s loss, a loss that cannot be replaced. 
The memory of one, whose character was so great and noble 
as was that of James A. Garfield, cannot pass from this genera¬ 
tion, and the bright example to the people of the land will be 
handed down on the pages of history to generations yet unborn. 
Though his body lies in the stillness of death, he yet lives in 
the affections of all the people. Man dies, but his works live 
after him. 

The loss to the nation cannot be estimated. The man be¬ 
loved by fifty millions of people and by them raised to the dig¬ 
nity of their ruler, with but a short four months, in which to show 
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forth his great powers of mind, and his capacity to govern the 
countiy had but just commenced to lead a free people into an 
era of prosperity and to establish for them an administration ca¬ 
pable and earnest, to perpetuate a government purified in all its 
departments. The possibilities of the work but yet on its 
threshold, cannot be told, but these possibilities are many, they 
are great. But to use his own words uttered more than sixteen 
years since, and under circumstances of like character: “God 
reigns and the Government at Washington still lives.” The 
work so well inaugurated by him will we trust be carried on by 
his successor, who can and must profit by his bright example. 

The calamity under which we suffer is indeed a sad one, and 
has cast a free and generous people into the depths of despond¬ 
ency, We rejoice however to know that the bullet of the assas¬ 
sin was the result only of the morbid thoughts and desires, and 
the misplaced ambition of an unscrupulous man. No sectional 
or partizan strife, no party or faction of a party, can be charged 
either with instigating or aiding or abetting in this great 
crime, and the author of it alone must descend into an unhal¬ 
lowed grave, not receiving even the notoriety which he courted, 
but covered with the execrations of his fellow man, upon whom 
he has brought disgrace by his murderous action. History 
should refrain from soiling her pages with the name of such an 
enemy to his race. 

Bat we turn our thoughts from these reflections to others 
that are sad. The aged mother, joyful in the success of her boy 
has been stricken down, and hairs already whitened are brought 
with sorrow towards that grave which she together with her 
loving son must soon enter. The ever active, pure, heroic and 
affectionate wife, who arising from a bed of sickness, has with 
tender care and patience faithfully nursed her no less loyal and 
heroic husband, is subdued with grief. The dutiful children, at 
the very entrance to life are deprived of the care ot a parent, the 
greatness of whose loss they can never know. These deserve 
our sympathy and should and will receive our earnest prayers to 
that One who has promised to be a husband to the widow and a 










father to the fatherless. From every church and from every 
household altar in the land will ascend prayers to the Giver of 
all good for His choicest blessings upon and protection of this 
family, now become the wards of the whole nation. 

Mr. BRUCE said: 

Mr. President and Fellow Members : I don’t know 
what to say. When the news came of the attempt on the life of 
the President I did not know what to say. As the people met 
each other then and told the startling news, men looked each 
other in the face and blanched with fright and anger, and even 
with tears in their eyes, but could not say what they felt, and so 
it is now. We all feel the same melancholy sorrow, but we can 
not express it in words. The addresses you have heard here to¬ 
day have been heard from other lips throughout the whole land ; 
not in the same words, or order, but in sentiment, have been 
uttered and heard in every city of the Union. The whole people 
have felt alike, have alike grieved and mourned and spoken as if 
with one voice. 

In these days of quick intelligence the death of our Presi¬ 
dent has been announced to every nation on earth that can read. 
Our sorrow has gone to them, and their feelings sympathize 
with ours. 

Crowned heads grieve at the loss of a peer, and the down 
trodden, the weak, poor distressed people of the earth look up in 
sorrowful surprise and wonder how so sad an event could have 
occurred. From all parts of the world people have come to us, 
the friends they left have followed them with yearning eyes. All 
know that here equality of rights exist, and that there is full 
recognition and protection of all the natural rights;'of life, 
liberty, and property. 

They also do not know what to say, how to express their 
sympathizing grief. They will ask in wonder: Was not this 
President the choice made by the people themselves ? Was not 
his election unanimously assented to ? And the answer is: 

Was he not a chivalrous soldier, and did he not fight for the life 
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of the nation? '‘Yes/* Was he not one of the leading statesmen 
in the Council of his nation ? '^Yes/* Was he not a good man 
in every way, in private life c. good son to his mother, a loving 
husband and a kind father? ^‘Yes.’^ Then, they ask : Why did 
they kill him? For what cause, for what good? And this is all 
that we can say: dono,^ what possible good to man, to any 

one by the death of so good a President. 

Mr. MELLON arose and said: 

I will not try to add anything to what has already been so 
aptly and truthfully and feelingly said by other speakers in praise 
of the noble dead. 

But the sad occasion contained its lesson for the living. 
The event which we deplore is the result of disregard of human 
right and liberty—disregard of law and order, and of those prin¬ 
ciples which were so dear to the founders of our Government. 

The first speaker, who addressed you, expressed unbounded 
confidence in the permanency of our institutions and we all hope 
strongly in the same direction, but there is a growing fear that 
the regard for these sacred principles is not as strong in the 
masses as it once was. A fear exists that lawlessness, and the 
disregard of the right of life and property is on the increase. 
That corruption prevails and justice is slow to punish wrong, 
and that our laws are no longer a terror to the evil doer and a 
praise to those that do well. Comparing the history of our 
republic with the history of those of old to find out where we 
are, the position is not a flattering one. Such are the fears ex¬ 
pressed by thinking men of to-day ; and the speaker must admit, 
however reluctantly, that in the short span of three score years, 
in which he has been an observer of events, he remembers a 
time when the rights of life and property were safer and more 
respected than they are now; a time when the public sentiment 
would no more have tolerated the advocacy of Communism and 
Nihilism, and other enemies of social order, than it would to-day 
tolerate any expression of disrespect to the great man whose 
death we arc here to lament. 
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The lesson then, that this occasion teaches us, is the neces¬ 
sity of every lover of his country setting his face against the evils 
of the time, and rendering crime and wrong of every kind not 
only unsafe, but unpopular among all classes.

Gentlemen— The sanitary condition of the 
city during the past nine months has been of 
such a character as to have required the ex¬ 
penditure of our appropriation before the 
close of tbe present fiscal year. The Board 
has been as economical as possible, under the 
circumslances, but the presence of an epi¬ 
demic disease in ourmldst forseveral months 
1ms necessitated the expenditure of an unus¬ 
ually large amount of money. Strenuous 
efforts have been and aie being made by the 
Board to prevent the spread of contagious 
diseases, but as Is well known, there are a 
large number of smallpox cases throughout 
the city; In fact It is epidemic and of so seri¬ 
ous a character that we petition Councils for 
Immediate financial assistance. For your 
authority In taking such action we respect¬ 
fully refer you to the act to revise and amend 
the health laws of the city of Pittsburgh, ap¬ 
proved April 12,1872. Following are the sec¬ 
tions of said act bearing upon the right of 
Councils to borrow money, and when such 
action can be taken:

Of this sum of $14,112.22 the sum of $0,8^ was 
expended during the months of August, Sep • 
tember and October, showing ati average ex- 
pend I til re at the time of about $2,300 a month. 
Tills Increased expenditure is occasioned by 
the increased number of smallpox patients, 
there being now in Ihe city 130cases and 41 in 
the Municipal hospital. In view then of the 
present sanitary condition of our city and of 
our appropriation being about exhausted, we 
believe the additional sum required should 
not be jess than $7,000. It will be observed by 
reference to the foregoing statement that the 
balance on hand to November 1 l8$l,7rw.72. 
This amount should not be Included In the 
sum asked for, as said sum or amount will be 
required to pay the expenses of building an 
addition to the Municipal Hospital. This ad¬ 
dition is now being built, and will be finished 
and ready to be occupied about November 15 
of this year. Municipal Hospital not being 
large enough to accommodate the number of 
patlenta under the direction and care of the 
Board, it was found absolutely necessary to 
incur the expense of building the addition to 
onr hospital. For the reasons above given 
prompt action is desired for relief from Coun¬ 
cils.

GE^TLEMEN.—I herewith return to 
you wl thou tiny approval an ordinance passed 
December 19th, 1881, entitled, “An mdinanco 
supplementary to tlie several ordinances 
granting the Transverse Passenger Railway 
Company the rlKhl to use certain streels, etc.’'^ 

In 1859 an ordinance was passed granting 
certain rights and privileges to the Citizens 
Passenger Kail way, and among the provisions 
It was enacted that the said Company should 
keep tliat portion of the streets through 
which the said road may pass in good repair 
from curb to curb. Tlial said Company 
should pay into the City Treasury witiiin one 
month after the cars c<immence running 
twenty (20) dollars per annum for each car for 
five years, that sum to be increased there¬ 
after, etc. 

In same year an ordinance was passed, 
granting certain privileges to Pittsburgh and 
East Liberty Railway, in which said Company 
shall keep clean that portion of the street 
tbrongli which said Railway may pass, and 
in perpetual good repair from curb to curb, 
and also to pay into the Cl y Treasury one 
month after the oars commenced running a 
certalnassessment, etc. In 1860 the ordinance 
relating to the Pittsburgh, Allegheny and 
Mancliester Hallway had like provisions, aa 
was also the case in the ordinance relating to 
Pittsburgh and Birmingham, and FUtsbutgb 
and Minersville Railways. 

Recent ordinances relating to Park Railway 
Company, tin ion Passenger Rati way Company 
and City Passenger Railway Corn pany compel 
tliose roads to keep the streets in repair from 
curb to curb. Other roads, however, have 
been granted privileges »>imilar to those in 
the ordinance granted Transverse Railway 
rights over certain streets, etc,, and whilst 
every inducement should be held out for the 
advancement of railroads yet the city should 
at least receive some remuneration for the 
Important franchiseft granted. 

If roads like those above named can afford 
to keep the streets clean and In repair front 
curb to curb, there is noroason why the Trans¬ 
verse and otiier roads should not be com¬ 
pelled to do likewise.

Gentlemen — Your Committee charged 
with the investigation of the medical treat¬ 
ment of the Insane inmates of the City Home, 
respectfully submit the following: 

The insane department of the City Home is 
now Id a uew building, counected with the 
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ol<l home^ three 8toi ies hJgh, anil Hub-dlvided 
Into six rooms or w»r(U» three of which are 
occupied by females and three by males. The 
d^urtment was opened Nov. 19ih, 1879. 

The leinale wards are designed to accomo¬ 
date sixty-three patients; at present tliere are 
seventy four, eleven more than can be com¬ 
fortably accommodated. 

The male wards have tlie capapacity for 
Hlxty-three; at present there are slxty-lwo, 
or within one of the limit. 

This overerowdlng not only brings discom¬ 
fort, but Interfers with efflctent treatment. 
There is not, and from the lack of room, there 
cannot be, the ciaBsldcation founded on the 
kinds and degrees of Insanity as practised In 
insane asylums, and which Is so essential to 
efticlent and successful treatment. Human¬ 
ity, as well as science, suggest that the peace¬ 
ful and orderly should be sepaiated from the 
dangerous and violent. Convalescent from 
the hopelessly Insane, and so on. In addition 
to the one hundred and thirty-six patients 
conUned in the insane department, there are 
eighty insane, who. by their gentleness ana 
ttactibleness, are a lowed the larger freedom 
of the Horae proper. This makes a total of 
two hundred and sixteen Insane and demen¬ 
ted Inmates at the Pittsburgh City Home. 

Although it was not our office to Investi¬ 
gate the medical treatment of the pauper 
department, yet for obvious reasons we were 
obliged to consider that there are at present 
m the paupers liospltal eighty-four Inmates 
afflicted with various di<^ eases and injuries. 
This swells the number of persons undergo¬ 
ing medical treatment to two hundred and 
twenty. 

To-day we have a large hospital connected 
with the City Horae, and a hospital peculiar 
in Its character and dlfflcult in its manage- j 
ment; tiie ravages of disease are seen there 
under more unfavorable conditions than the 
average hospital. Abuse, neglect, and ex- | 
poBure on constiiutlons impaiied by heredi- i 
tary taints, by poverty and intemperance, 
implant special dangers on the diseases aud 
injuries of paupers, aud exact higher skill 
and more attention on the part of the medi¬ 
cal atendant. The Insane department adds , 
additional difficulty, and demands special 
training combined with zeal, patience, kind' 
ness and fortitude lu the medical attendant. 

In brief it is a hospital dlfflcult to manage 
from the class of patients therein, and it is a 
double or compound hospital, in which the 
sane and insane are treated under one man¬ 
agement. 

We fl»d that one physician cannot fully 
discharge all the duties demanded by the 
sick and insane at the Pittsburgh Clly Home. 

We, therefore, respectfully suggest to Coun¬ 
cils, aud thorongh Councils to tJie Board of 1 
Guardians of the Poor, the following: i 

That the building for the Insane be en- j 
larged to accommodate the large and grow- i 
ing number of inmates; that two resident 
physicians be chosen annually. In the follow- i 
ing manner: The Mayor shall, In the first 1 
week of every February, appoint five citizens 1 
and residents of Pittsburgh, three of whom i 
shall be repuilble physicians, whose duty It I 
shall be to examine appllcanU for the places 
of resident physicians, determine which two 
have the highest qualiffcatlons for the office, 
and report to the Guardians of the Poor. 
Which two candidates the latter Board shall 
elect to serve as resident physicians subject 
tosnch conditions as maybe determined by 
the Board. 

The Poard of Guardians of the Poor shall 
al-o elect annually one competent and re¬ 


putable physician to serve as visiting physi¬ 
cian, who shall supeiintend tlie medical 
ireatnient of sick and insane inmates of the 
Pilisburgh City Home, subject to such con¬ 
ditions as may be determined on by the 
Board.

Gentlemen:— The following Is In answer to 
your resolution of February 1,1882: 

The construction of the Smithfleld street 
bridge, at the elevation required by the order 
of the court, would In my judgement result 
In a positive Injury to the traffic over said 
bridge for the reason that the grade of the ap¬ 
proach would be so steep as to almostpre- 
vent the use of the bridge by vehicles carry¬ 
ing heavy loads. The grade of the approach 
from Water street to the abutment would rise 
about eight (8) feet per hundred (100) feel; 
from the abutment to the first pier, about five 
(5) feet per 100 feel; and from the first pier to 
the second pier, about two and five-tenths 
(2.5) feel per hundred feet, unless I he grade of 
Water street, from Wood street to Cherry al¬ 
ley, and Smiihfield street to First avenue be 
changed, which would result in great injury 
to the abutting properly, as the buildings are 
all built to the present grade.

Gentlemen.— Your CoiumiUee ap¬ 
pointed toconslderund If need be recommend 
some improvement upon the present sewerage 
system of the city respectfully repoit that 
they have had several meetings, and dnd the 
subject one of greater magnitude than was 
expected. 

Your Committee believe that there should 
be additional legislation asked for as soon as 
possible to enable Councils to enact an ordi¬ 
nance or ordinances for the more Just and 
equitable assessment of the cost of sewerage, 
especially main lines of sewers. The neces¬ 
sity of additional lines of sewers is most 
Imperatively demanded. In our city, where 
population Is Increasing so rapidly, where 
water pipes are being yearly extended, where 
former limpid streams are now simply open 
stinking drains, the necessity Is so apparent 
that we will not enumerate the many reasons. 
We do assert thcugh our Arm conviction that 
this sewerage question should receive more 
attention. Indeed it is of more importance 
than even a pest house just in the proportion 
that prevention is better than cure. We do 
not claim that properly constructed sewers 
will entirely prevent disease, but we believe 
that It will prevent the spread of disease and 
o some extent prevent the cause. People 


who cry out against any outlay for sewers and 
who yet contribute to the sick and dying 
might find the necessity much less for the last 
If only a comparatively small outlay was 
made for the first. There is no prospect for 
action by this Council, so we can only report 
our views on the subject, hoping that the 
next Connells will take prompt measures to 
carry on the investigation of this Important 
sut>Jectand attain some practical solution of 
the present difficulties. The sewernge system 
of the older portions of the city is not perfect, 
and the East End and South Side remain 
without «tiy system of any kind. We believ©- 
that preparation should be made for the 
future. Not that a large sum of money be 
raised at once for this purpose but that r plan 
being once adopted, a small tax should be 
annually levied for such expenditure, when 
the need becomes Imperative. It will take 
twenty years to perfect the system If begun 
now. Therefore the necessity for making the- 
commencement at once.

Section 2. That the consent of the City 
of Pittsburgh is hereby given to the said 
City Passenger Railway Company to use 
and occupy the tracks of the Transverse 
Passenger Railway Company on Sixth 
avenue between Wood and Smlthfleld 
streets, under such agreement as may be 
made between the said Transverse Passen¬ 
ger Railway Company and the said City 
Passenger Railway Company, provided 
that said company shall not Jay any track 
on Sixth avenue between Wood and Smith- 
field streets. 

Section 3. The consent given in the pre¬ 
ceding sections is granted upon the follow¬ 
ing conditions, which shall be accepted by 
the said City Passenger Railway Company 
under its corporate seal In writing, filed In 
the office of the City Controller within 
thirty days after the passage or approval of 
this ordinance: 

Fivi(r~To use In construction of their 
tracks rails of a pattern to be approved by 
the City Engineer, and the same shall bo 
laid under the supervision and in the man¬ 
ner and places designated by the City En¬ 
gineer. 

iSecond—The said company shall not use 
locomotives or steam power for the purpose 
of transporting or hauling thetrcars within 
or upon the right of way hereby granted. 

r/ifrd—The said company sliall keep In 
perpetual good order and repair the entire- 
roaaway for horses and vehicles of the 
streets and avenues over and along which- 
said railway may ruiL, but these conclitlons 
shall not apply to unpaved streets nor that 
part of Second avenue between Brady and 
Murphy streets, until all of said street shall, 
have been paved and put in good repair. 

Fowrf/i—The construction of said railway 
shall be commenced within ninety days 
from the passage or approval of this ordi¬ 
nance and be finished within two years 
thereafter. 

Ff/fA—That said company shall pay into 
the city treasury for the use of the city, 
commencing after five years from the com¬ 
pletion of the said railway, and at the same 
date annually thereafter the sum of twenty 
dollars (^20) for each car run over said road; 
but this shall not be held to apply to cars 
used on extraordinary occasions, such as 
holidays and fair days, or to cars reserved 
for use in case of accident or damage to 
others. 

If at any time It sliall become ne¬ 
cessary to take up the tracks of the said 
railway for the purpose of grading, re¬ 
grading, paving or re-paving, or for the 
construction or repair of any sewer, or for 
the laying, re-laying, or repair of any water 
pipe, or for any other public improvement 
on any or either of the streets and avenues, 
over and along which said railway may 
run, the said company shall upon receiving 
notice from the proper officer fake up and 
re-lay their said tracks at their own proper 
cost and expense. And the said City Pas¬ 
senger Railway Company hereby accepts 
the provisions of an ordinance entitled'

Fourth^ That this Marginal Railroad should 
purchase private property lor semi-depots, or 
standing places for their cars,—we would sug¬ 
gest near the mouth of Grant street, the 
Point and say Eighteenth street on the Alle¬ 
gheny river, and wewouldsuggeatonapcouut 
of the difficulty at the bridges that low open 
cars, such as are used for coal and limestone, 
be alone used. 

Fifths That we would suggest that the Balti¬ 
more and all new Railroads from the Valley 
of the Monongahela should purchase the two 
squares bounded by cherry alley, Rosa street, 
First avenue and Water street for depots.

Help us to know 
and acknowledge Thy divine providence in all things and at all 
times. We have faith in Thee as the God of Nations, the Ruler 
of the Universe. Thou hast been just and full of mercy to us 
as Thy children. We have gone astray, but Thou hast brought 
us back. Thou didst bless us with bounteous harvests and years 
of plenty, but we forgot Thee, and then Thou didst withhold the 
rain. Thou hast taken from us the President of these United 
States. Teach us in this, our great sorrow, oh, our God, sub¬ 
mission to Thy divine power and mercy. Bless him who will 
succeed to the high office of State. Bless him who has come up 
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through a sea of trouble to the Prcsidental chair. You have 
wisdom to guide the ship of State aright. And oh, God, extend 
Thy sheltering arm over the aged and stricken mother, the 
bereaved wife and fatherless children of our fallen chief. Be to 
them and to this Nation a consolation in the dark and trying 
hours through which they arc passing.

Give them wisdom and judgment 
to guide and direct the business affairs in this city, and endow 
them with a sense of their responsibility on this solemn occasion, 
as well as at all times. Teach us all a just and right submission 
to the will of God, for Christ's sake. Amen. 

The PRESIDENTS of Councils announced that they had 
appointed the following members as a Committee to prepare and 
report resolutions touching the matter for which Councils had 
met. 

Messrs. Lambie, Denniston, Monro, Bruce, Keating, Mel¬ 
lon, Conner, Caldwell, Friend, Googins, Henderson, Siebert, P. 
W., Carnahan. 

Mr. LAMBIE, From the Committee on Resolutions, pre¬ 
sented and moved the adoption of the following: 

Whereas, All the people of the land are this day in mourning for the good, 
wise, able and patriotic President, who has so long suffered without murmer or com¬ 
plaint, from a painful wound cruelly and causelessly inflicted, and which has at 
length teririnated in his death; and 

Whereas, It is fitting and proper that we, as representatives of the people of 
Pittsburgh, should give expression to the sentiments of profound sorrow which per¬ 
vades all ranks and conditions of the people of our city, therefore, 

Resolved^ By the Select and Common Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, in 
Joint Session assembled, in our own behalf and as an expression of the grief of our 
fellow citizens, 

I. That in the death of James A. Garfield, President of the United States, 
the people have suffered a loss of one in whom they all had full confidence as Chief 
Executive; confidence in his virtue, in his integrity and in his ability, and that in 
the manner of his death, the Nation has suflered a grievous wound and injury, from 
which it will suffer for the time to come. 












2, That w€ present to the youth of our land the career and record of James 
A, Garfield as that of a typical American citizen, worthy to be emulated and fol¬ 
lowed, We find in him the ever dutiful son, the uniformly kind and aflectionate 
husband and father, who, amid the cares of high place, could not overlook or fail to 
perform his home duties; we find in him a laudably ambitious, studious and moral 
youth, a gallant soldier, a pure citizen, and a wise statesman; firm in purpose, yet 
gentle in spirit, alwa; s conscious of his high destiny, and striving to attain it by a 
strict performance of duty; patient and heroic in suffering, and ever thoughtful of 
the feelings of others; rising by sheer force of innate merit and worth from the 
lowest to the highest position in the State, we recognize in him and in his career a 
grand illustration of well improved opportunities, and of the value of American 
citizenship. 

3, That in our great grief, we forget not “Him who out of evil bringeth 
^good;’ who through affliction has stilled the voice of faction incur land, changed 
opposition to warmhearted sympathy, and knit together as one man, our entire people. 

4, That this dread lesson has taught us to appreciate more and more the 
blessings of our Government and our free institutions, by arousing in every one of us 
the deep conviction that with the head of our Government, we, the people, are one, 
and with the suffering of our chosen head we all suffer. 

5 That the name and deeds and virtues of our dead President are now the 
best and dearest heiitage of our people, and dear to our heart 01 hearts and to all 
time shall be dear, that our little ones and the children yet unborn shall be taught 
by our law-loving people to remember and revere the name and character v>f James 
A, Garfield. 

6. That our heartfelt sympathies are hereby tendered to the venerable and 
loving mother, the noble wife and the affectionate children, who have been deprived 
of the companionship and watchful care of a father, who, though lost to them is 
endeared to the hearts of every family in America, and who with them suffer in the 
loss of a pure and patriotic man, 

7. That as a token of our grief, lor the death of our President as we each 
would do in case of the death of a member of our family, we will drape the Council 
Chambers and city offices in mourning for thirty days. 

8. That a copy of these proceedings be entered on our minutes and filed 
among the archives of the city, and that a copy of them be sent to the President’s 
bereaved family, and to the office of the Secretary of State of the General Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. LAMBIE said: 

It was long ago said by a master of language upon an occa¬ 
sion of national sorrow: “ How are the mighty fallen and the 
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weapons of war perished/’ We may most appropriately use that 
language upon this solemn occasion. Fifty million of people 
to-day stand in mourning. Sorrow has wiped out all geograph¬ 
ical divisions, stricken down all party lines, abolished all creeds 
and distinctions between men. We are all brothers in grief. 
Sorrow hath bridged the oceans, and all nations on earth are 
this (lay in sympathy with us. People often seem to think that 
their particular grievances are greater than any other—they are 
selfish in their grief. Not so to day. This is an individual sor¬ 
row—it comes to every heart alike— to great and small—to 
young and old. It is a national sorrow—sincere, genuine, heart¬ 
felt. Not only is it an individual sorrow, a national sorrow, but 
it is a world-wide calamity. It is a sorrow that hath in it noth¬ 
ing of fear for the future. Great as is the shock, we know that 
the institutions of the nation are so well founded that no event 
like this can effect them. 

We have no fear for the dead. His fame is secure for all 
time, and he is sure of a blissful immortality. Call up if you 
will the mighty dead; call the long roll of those who have 
benefitted the race by good deeds, who have shed luster upon 
the age in which they lived; bid the heroes and statesmen of 
past generations pass before you in solemn array, and you will 
not find one in all that glorious array more deserving, more 
honored, more worthy of emulation than the name of James A. 
Garfield. Down through all the ages, to the remotest day of 
the Republic the names of Abraham Lincoln and James A. 
Garfield will stand side by side, equal in honor, glory and fame. 
He sought not the presidential nomination—an admiring people 
thrust it upon him and it was to him a heritage of sorrow. A 
loving son—at the moment of his inauguration to the most 
exalted position on earth—he remembers his mother and lovingly 
salutes her. In the midst of his pressing duties to the State, 
his wife is stricken down, but none are more attentive, more 
watchful than he. A kind father, a gallant soldier, a wise 
statesman—a pure citizen. A son of poverty he climbs to the 
most exalted position. He is a typical American citizen as 
your resolutions have well called him. 
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We have no fear for the family. This venerable mother, 
this heroic and devoted wife, these loving children—we now and 
here commend them to Him who hath promised to be a husband 
to the widow and a father to the fatherless. They shall be the 
wards of the Republic, and the nations first duty to the dead 
shall be to care for them. 

Let there be no feeling of vengeance in our sorrow. Re¬ 
member how the dead one on the day when the cruel blow was 
struck said to his son, who threatened the assassin : “ Not so, 
my son; not so—vengeance is not for you.^’ 

So let us remit the assassin to that law, whose majesty he 
has violated and who will certainly render to him for his 
crime all the punishment human law can give. Let us leave 
him to history—to the infamy he so richly merits. As our dead 
President himself so well upheld the institutions of his country 
and the majesty and supremacy of her laws—so let us follow him 
and frown down any lawless violence. 

Ah no, sir, let our grief be unpolluted by any such con¬ 
siderations— without fear — without vengeance — conscious of 
the love we bear to him and his, and equally conscious of the 
fact that he loved his native land and her people, let us lament 
for him this day because we loved him. Gladly, sir, would I 
have, had it been in my power, averted this terrible stroke; no 
sacrifice would have been too great to have offered for his life— 
but since it has come, I hope it may not have come in vain. 
I have faith to believe that from this great sorrow much good 
will result to our loved country. If it shall result in bringing 
us nearer together, if it shall have taught us to forget party 
spirit and feeling, if it shall have impressed upon us the fact 
that we are one as a people, if we feel that we have one mission, 
one hope and one destiny, if it shall teach us a higher respect 
for law and for our rulers, who shall dare say that the death of 
James A. Garfield has been in vain. The God who rules the 
destinies of nations will yet bring light out of this deep and 
almost overpowering gloom. 

Let his life and example nerve us as American citizens to do 
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our duty regardless of friend or foe. Let us remember his 
virtues and emulate them; let us remember his family to care 
for them; let us remember his name to cherish it, and in the 
midst of our affliction let us do our duty more conscientiously 
and earnestly than we have ever done it before. 

Mr. CARNAHAN said: 

Mr. President: We are assembled on a mournful occa¬ 
sion. The great affliction, threatened and impending since the 
second of July, and covering the land, at times, as with a pall, 
has at last fallen on the nation in all its sorrowful reality. The 
alterations of hope and fear have come to an end, and death is 
triumphant The President of the United States has fallen by 
the hand of violence, and a whole people is moved by unaffected 
and sincere grief. The voice of party strife is hushed. There 
are no parties in the United States to-day, and the lamented 
President will carry with him to his grave the perfect confidence 
of the whole nation in his wisdom, integrity and patriotism. It 
is not hazardous to say that no former Chief Magistrate of our 
country, except our great and good Washington ever enjoyed 
this confidence in higher degree; and if the affection of the 
people and their sympathy for him in his long suffering could 
have saved his life, he would have still lived. But a wise Pro¬ 
vidence has otherwise ordered and we bow, 1 hope, with Christian 
resignation to the Divine will. Your committee has attempted 
to express in suitable terms our sense of the character and public 
service of the late President; but it may also be permitted to me 
to say in a general way that his intellectual qualities were 
known and acknowledged in every quarter of the land, and that 
the moral qualities which he exhibited on his bed of death, 
fortitude in suffering, a Christian courage which did not fear 
death, an affection almost divine for his afflicted wife and children 
and aged mother, a charity, that greatest of human virtues, 
which left no room in his heart for an unkind thought of any 
person, not even his assassin, have never been surpassed in kind 
or degree in any statesman or ruler of modern times. 









Mn MONRO said: 


In the presence of death the heart sometimes finds relief 
/n recalling to mind the character of the departed. 

James A. Garfield is gone from us ; the choice of the people 
has been stricken down by the assassin's hand, and the people 
mourn, they lament for their President, they lament for the man. 

Alas, the sufferings of the man during the dreadful hours 
since he was struck down ; and the grief, anxiety and distress of 
his mother, too old, to be near to watch her boy and smooth his 
pillow; of his wife, the partner of his joys and trials, as she 
stood near him day after day and saw the dear life fade away 
from her; of his children with their tender yearning hearts 
beating anxiously day after day for better news from father. God 
bless and tenderly care for them all, and enable them to bear 
their affliction. 

And we, who have daily watched the wires and eagerly 
listened for good news from our President, how pale has grown 
the cheek, and tender the eye, and choked the voice, as the 
bulletins told us the ‘‘President is worse," and how the heart 
has leaped up and the eye brightened at the words, the ‘Presi¬ 
dent is better." How eagerly the mother and father of each 
family in the land watched and waited for the news of a night 
gone, and the little ones assembled to hear the news from Gar¬ 
field ; and nations over the sea, in anxious sympathy, called to 
us each day and asked us the news. Oh it is wonderful, this 
world-wide sympathy of feeling! 

Why is it? why but that the character of the man was 
a constant appeal to the respect and esteem of every one ; why 
was it, but earnest anxiety, that he who by sterling worth had 
risen from a lowly station in life to the very top of societies' frame 
work, should enjoy the fruits of his labors and yet continue to be 
a blessing to his fellow men, by ruling well and wisely the people 
who had chosen him for their Chief. 

But he is gone, he is at rest, and we remain to remember 
and regret him and to profit by his noble example. 


































Mr. CALDWELL said: 

That although he had not helped to elect Mr, Garfield, yet 
when the verdict of the people was given, elevating him to the 
highest position in the gift of the nation, he had heartily as¬ 
sented to the verdict. And ever since he had been compelled 
to render him the profoundest respect for his great ability as a 
statesman, his purity of character and strict honesty of purpose. 
He believed with the framers of the resolutions that the great 
calamity of his death will be made in the providence oi God a 
rich blessing to the nation. In old times sacrifices were alwa>s 
selected of the best of the flock, and now the wisest, the purest, 
the bravest, the best has been offered as our sacrifice and as a 
result we see to-day the nation united as it has never been be¬ 
fore. In North, South, East and West the head of every man, 
woman and child are bowed at one shrine and pouring out 
tears in one common sorrow. From every public and every 
private building, from every palace and every hamlet the emblems 
of bereavement are drooping in sadness. God grant that Thy 
inscrutable providence may lead us to be a wiser and better 
nation. 

Mr. WOOD said: 

Mr. President: The beautiful and touching custom of 
placing flowers on the bier of the loved dead is timehonored and 
appropriate. I sorrowfully bring my tribute, — one simple 
flower, plucked as I pass through the great shadow that lowers 
over the land, and with bowed head and sad heart lay it on the 
bier of the illustrious dead. 

Last night as the great bell knelled the requiem—Pitts¬ 
burgh's requiem for the dead President, the great crime with all 
its sickly terrors passed before my mind like a hateful vision of 
the night. I saw James A. Garfield in the prime of manhood^s 
hope and strength,—tKe Chief Magistrate of a mighty nation, 
surrounded with the power and majesty of his station, suddenly 
and causlessly stricken down by the sneaking assassin. Then 
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came the suffering—the long hot days of a scorching summer, 
the sleepless nights of fever, the indignation of an outraged 
people, the alternate hope and despair which thrilled or chilled 
as tidings came of his condition. From mountain to sea went 
up daily prayers for his restoration, and now, after all the agony, 
comes the crushing news, he is dead! The President is dead ! 
Little wonder that the appalling catastrophe terrorizes every 
human heart, while blanched cheeks and tearful eyes tell of a 
nation’s bereavement. 

But, Mr. President, through all this gloom there shines 
one beacon light; amid all this despair there remains one con¬ 
solation that gives hope and courage to the patriot. This 
spontaneous and unaffected grief is actuated by a motive deeper 
and grander than mere sorrow for the dead, touching and 
deserving as is that sorrow. The people instinctively feel that 
the assassination of James A. Garfield was not a crime against 
him alone, grievous as was h«s wrong; it was not a crime 
against his family alone, who live to miss him and lament his 
loss ; but it is also a crime against you and me and all the 
millions in this broad land; it is a crime against this Govern¬ 
ment—against its stability and its glory; it is a crime which 
struck at humanity, its rights and liberties, among all people 
and in all countries. 

I rejoice that this outburst of popular grief has a deeper 
significance than mere bereavement. It demonstrates that our 
institutions and liberties are imbedded in the hearts of the people. 
Party and creed are forgotten as they come with clean hands 
and open hearts and surround the altar of our common country 
to make stronger and firmer than ever the Republic founded by 
our fathers. James A. Garfield died not in vain! 

President FORD said: 

Mr. President: There are times and circumstances in 
which the eyes are suffused with tears, the lips quiver and the 
tongue becomes nerveless. These times and circumstances are 
ones of deep sorrow. Who among us has not experienced such 
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feelings, when suffering from the loss of a near and dear friend ? 
Under such suffering are we now laboring, a friend to all, a great 
leader in the nation has been stricken down, and we are here 
feebly to give expression to our feelings, to record our regrets 
for the great calamity that has befallen us, and to mingle our 
sympathies with those of our citizens for the bereaved mother, 
widow and children of the illustrious dead. 

The bells are now tolling a solemn requiem, announcing 
to us the death of a beloved President, Twice in the history of 
this nation have we been compelled to deplore the loss of our 
chief executive, stricken down by the hand of an assassin. The 
circumstances surrounding the death of the martyred Lincoln 
may at this day be taken to some extent as a palliation for the 
great crime. Then we were at the close of a bloody strife, 
when the passions of men were aroused, but in the murder 
of James A. Garfield nothing can be said to relieve the crime of 
its odium. On the second of July, on the eve of a general re¬ 
joicing, in the midst of peace and prosperity, a happy people 
were grief stricken on account of the murderous attempt of one, 
whom it were an insult to our race to call him man. Since that 
day hopes and fears have alternated. At times our expectations 
* of recovery seemed about to be realized, again our spirits 
drooped as'we received unfavorable news from the physician’s 
bulletins, and now we, in common with the people of this great 
city, and of the whole country, nay the whole world, are called 
upon to mourn a nation’s loss, a loss that cannot be replaced. 
The memory of one, whose character was so great and noble 
as was that of James A, Garfield, cannot pass from this genera¬ 
tion, and the bright example to the people of the land will be 
handed down on the pages of history to generations yet unborn. 
Though his body lies in the stillness of death, he yet lives in 
‘ the affections of all the people. Man dies, but his works live 
after him. 

The loss to the nation cannot be estimated. The man be¬ 
loved by fifty millions of people and by them raised to the dig¬ 
nity of their ruler, with but a short four months, in which to show 
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forth his great powers of mind, and his capacity to govern the 
country had but just commenced to lead a free people into an 
era of prosperity and to establish for them an administration ca¬ 
pable and earnest, to perpetuate a government purified in all its 
departments. The possibilities of the work but yet on its 
threshold, cannot be told, but these possibilities are many, they 
are great. But to use his own words uttered more than sixteen 
years since, and under circumstances of like character: “God 
reigns and the Government at Washington still lives/’ The 
work so well inaugurated by him will we trust be carried on by 
his successor, who can and must profit by his bright example. 

The calamity under which we suffer is indeed a sad one, and 
has cast a free and generous people into the depths of despond¬ 
ency. We rejoice however to know that the bullet of the assas¬ 
sin was the result only of the morbid thoughts and desires, and 
the misplaced ambition of an unscrupulous man. No sectional 
or partizan strife, no party or faction of a party, can be charged 
either with instigating or aiding or abetting in this great 
crime, and the author of it alone must descend into an unhal¬ 
lowed grave, not receiving even the notoriety which he courted, 
but covered with the execrations of his fellow man, upon whom 
he has brought disgrace by his murderous action. History 
should refrain from soiling her pages with the name of such an 
enemy to his race. 

But we turn our thoughts from these reflections to others 
that are sad. The aged mother, joyful in the success of her boy 
has been stricken down, and hairs already whitened are brought 
with sorrow towards that grave which she together with her 
loving son must soon enter. The ever active, pure, heroic and 
affectionate wife, who arising from a bed of sickness, has with 
tender care and patience faithfully nursed her no less loyal and 
heroic husband, is subdued with grief. The dutiful children, at 
the very entrance to life are deprived of the care of a parent, the 
greatness of whose loss they can never know. These deserve 
our sympathy and should and will receive our earnest prayers to 
that One who has promised to be a husband to the widow and a 






























father to the fatherless. From every church and from every 
household altar in the land will ascend prayers to the Giver of 
all good for His choicest blessings upon and protection of this 
family, now become the wards of the whole nation. 

Mr. BRUCE said: 

Mr. President and Fellow Members: I don't know 
what to say. When the news came of the attempt on the life of 
the President I did not know what to say. As the people met 
each other then and told the startling news, men looked each 
other in the face and blanched with fright and anger, and even 
with tears in their eyes, but could not say what they felt, and so 
it is now. We all feel the same melancholy sorrow, but we can 
not express it in words. The addresses you have heard here to¬ 
day have been heard from other lips throughout the whole land ; 
not in the same words, or order, but in sentiment, have been 
uttered and heard in every city of the Union. The whole people 
have felt alike, have alike grieved and mourned and spoken as ii 
with one voice. 

In these days of quick intelligence the death of our Presi¬ 
dent has been announced to every nation on earth that can read. 
Our sorrow has gone to them, and their feelings sympathize 
with ours. 

Crowned heads grieve at the loss of a peer, and the down 
trodden, the weak, poor distressed people of the earth look up in 
sorrowful surprise and wonder how so sad an event could have 
occurred. From all parts of the world people have come to us,x 
the friends they left have followed them with yearning eyes. All 
know that here equality of rights exist, and that there is full 
recognition and protection of all the natural rights; of life, 
liberty, and property. 

They also do not know what to say, how to express their 
sympathizing grief. They will ask in wonder: Was not this 
President the choice made by the people themselves ? Was not 
his election unanimously assented to ? And the answer is: ^^Yes.^’ 
Was he not a chivalrous soldier, and did he not fight for the life 
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of the nation ? “Yes/’ Was he not one of the leading statesmen 
in the Council of ids nation ? 'Wcs.“ Was he not a good man 
in every way, in private life a good son to liis mother, a loving 
husband and a kind father? ^*Ycs/^ Then, they ask : Why did 
they kill him ? For what cause, for what^ood ? And this is all 
that we can say: dono,'^ what possible good to man, to any 

one by the death of so good a President. 

Mr. MKLLON arose and said: 

I will not try to add anything to what has already been so 
aptly and truthfully and feelingly said by other speakers in praise 
of the noble dead. 

Hut the sad occasion contained its lesson for the living. 
The event which we deplore is the result of disregard of human 
right and liberty—disregard of law and order, and of those prin¬ 
ciples which were so dear to the founders of our Government. 

The first speaker, who addressed you, expressed unbounded 
confidence in the permanency of our institutions and we all hope 
strongly in the same direction, but there is a growing fear that 
the regard for these sacred principles is not as strong in the 
masses as it once was, A fear exists that lawlessness, and the 
disregard of the right of life and property is on the increase. 
That corruption prevails and justice is slow to punish wrong, 
and that our laws are no longer a terror to the evil doer and a 
praise to those that do well. Comparing the history of our 
republic with the history of those of old to find out where we 
are, the position is not a flattering one. Such are the fears ex¬ 
pressed by thinking men of to-day ; and the speaker must admit, 
however reluctantly, that in the short span of three score years, 
in which he has been an observer of events, he remembers a 
time when the rights of life and property were safer and more 
respected than they are now; a time when the public sentiment 
would no more have tolerated the advocacy of Communism and 
Nihilism, and other enemies of social order, than it would to-day 
tolerate any expression of disrespect to the great man whose 
death wc are here to lament. 








The lesson then, that this occasion teaches us, is the neces¬ 
sity of every lover of his country setting his face against the evils 
of the time, and rendering crime and wrong of every kind not 
only unsafe, but unpopular among all classes. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 
Mr. DENNISTON presented the following: 

HeHOlvedy That in the event of the remains of the President l)cing brought 
through the City of Pittsburgh, the Presidents of Councils be directed to appoint a 
committee to receive the same and escort them through the city and to the lionlcrs 
of the neighboring State of Ohio, and to take such other action as they may deem 
necessary. 

Which was read and adopted. And the following members 
were appointed by the Presidents of Councils as the committee: 

Select Council —Messrs. Denniston, Weaver, Brokaw, 
Nisbett, Duff, Wood, Keating, McCandless, BisMcll, Young, 
Malone, Bailey, Bruce. 

Common Council —Messrs, Bigham, Friend, McBanc, Goog- 
ins, Foley, Ruch, Johns, Henderson, Conner, Wilson, Shaw, 
Pollock. 

And there being no further business, the Joint Session ad¬ 
journed. 

And Common Council returned to its own chamber. 

The action of the Joint Session was on motion of Mr. 
Friend unanimously ratified. 

Mr. CONNER moved, 

That Section i, of Rule i, Rules of Order, be suspended 
in order to allow the postponement of the meeting of Council 
on the last Monday of September, and that when Council ad¬ 
journs it does adjourn to meet on Monday, October 3d, 1881, at 
2 o’clock, p. M. 

Which was agreed to unanimously. 

And on motion Council adjourned.

GentleMBN:~-T he special committee, 

to whicli was referred the preamble and res¬ 
olution asserting the right of City Councils to 
the complete control of the wharves, landings 
and channels of the rivers within the city 
limits, beg leave to report that it has exam¬ 
ined the subject with considerable care. The 
original tract of nearly 6.000 acres, tlmt has 
ever since been known as the 'Manor of Pitts¬ 
burgh,’ was surveyed by order ofthecolo- 
nlaf government, about ten years before the 
American Revolution, and the common¬ 
wealth In the purchase of 1779 from the Penn 
lamlly, of their unsold lauds ItL this State, 
agreed that this manor should be retained by 
the Penn family as their private property 
and very shortly after the final recognition of 
American Independence, in April 1784, Teuch 
Francis, Esq,, agent of the Penns, appointed 
Col. George woods to lay out this manor in 
city lots and manor farms. This survey was 
made In the months of May, June and July, 
178^ a connected draft of the same submitt^ 
to Teuch Francis, Esq., In Beptemher of that 
year and by him ratified In its fullest and 
amplest extent. 




ThU in what has ever Mnre b#*en referred to 
as ‘Wood's plan of Pitisburgh,’ The original In 
In Penn's office In PliHaUelphfa and the plan 
Is recorded In the Recorder’s otUce of Alle¬ 
gheny Coutity, Cr>l. Woods appointment lu 
inil hIro Tench Francis’ condriiiatlon are cop* 
led In Judge McLean’s opinion lu the case of 
Howell Lessee vs. the City, 6 Peters, 41)8, This 
appolutinent of Woods and the rarlflcatlcn 
by Francis are Important as showing that 
they hud all the authority the Penns could 
have exercHed If personally present. 

Col. Wrod'^, on his arrival at Pittsburgh, 
found some four squares, Ing betW'eeii Mar¬ 
ket and Liberty streets, In possession of 
squatter tenants claiming to hold by some 
military autliorlty of the commandant at 
Fort Pitt, Col. Woods gave public notice and 
as tradition reports every man, woman and 
child assembled at the mouth of Market 
street and the wharf and he made known to 
them his Inslrucllons and Inteutlous and 
asked their cjoperalion. 

Tne.v Anally agreed that If he would include 
their lots as part and parcel of his plan and 
allow them to purchase of the Penns, at 
the regular price, not including the value of 
their improvements, that they would not op¬ 
pose his views. 

This, on behalf of the Penns, was agreed to 
by Col. Woods. He agreed further, that the 
space between the lots, as marked on his 
plan, and low water In the rivers should re¬ 
main open for the benefit of all purchasers of 
lots, to be used as wharves and landings or to 
be improved for ornameutal purposes, as the 
lot holders might desire. In fact this agree¬ 
ment by Col. Woods was only stating the le¬ 
gal consequences Involved in an owner of 
real estate, abutting on a navigable stream, 
laying out a plan of lots, such as this. 

These lots in the Woods plan sold rapidly 
and were probably all sold In the succee Hug 
ten years, before Pittsburgh was chartered as 
a borough, and the streets leading to the Mon- 
ongahela and Allegheny rivers were gener- 
allv opened to the water to accommodate the 
infant trade of the day, James Ross, son-iu- 
lawofCol. Woods, and who lived in Pitts¬ 
burgh from the survey forward, was the lead¬ 
ing lawyer oft he place. He undoubtedly knew 
more of early Pittsburgh than any other man 
who ever lived here, and he swore that he 
had not, for several years, ever heard of the 
Penn family’s having any remaining Inteiest 
in this city until In the Hprlng of 1815, when 
he heard of the Pena's agent at Philadel¬ 
phia milking a deed, to one Wilson, for all 
the Monongahela wharf, from Grant street to 
the mouth of the Allegheny river. This 
would have cut off Pittsburgh from its river 
front and created a great sensation. 

This deed was not issued until lute in 1814, 
more than thirty years after Wood’s plan of 
Pittsburgh had been made. Failing to extort 
several thousand dollars from the city as a 
compromise, Wilson, in 18;^ and 1827, com¬ 
menced three suits in the United States 
Court against three tenants of the city. These 
suits were Intended to cover the entire Mon¬ 
ongahela wharf. 

Judge Walker, then United States Judge for 
Western Pennsylvania, was alleged incompe¬ 
tent to try them and they were certified to 
the Eastern District and tried before Judge 
Washington, about 1828 and 1820. Defense 
was made by the city and the three cases 
were tried together. 

Judge Washington refused to admit as evi¬ 
dence to the jury statements of 4;ol. Woods 
and others about the wharfs being reserved 
as common property. He also refused to 


charge on at least four points requCHtcd by 
counsel for the city. The Jury gave verdict 
for the pialntlA, Those camps W'ore all carried 
to the Kupveme Court of the United Hiates 
and Anally disposed of by that Court at the 
January Term, 1832. The rejection of evi¬ 
dence by Judge Washington was overruled 
ami tiie law as applicable to those cases was 
laid down much stronger In our favor than 
even counsel had asked Judge Washington 
to cliarge. 

Judge McLean In delivering the opinion of 
the court recognizes the prescriptive right of 
city and borough councils toestabllHh wharv- 
en, Ian Ings, ferries, etc., for public use and 
says that an undisturbed exercise of such 
franchise for six or seven years will not there- 
affer be Inquired into by any court- 

The Penn agent, for the sale of lands, al¬ 
ways resided In Philadelphia and all deeds 
wereexecuted and acknowledged therie. These 
deeds for lots In Pittsburgh were made with 
the Woods plan before the Conveyancer, but 
by gross carelessness many of them for lots in 
the river blocks were described as running 
from First street to the Monongahela river 
instead of to Water street, or from Penn 
street to ihe Allegheny river instead of to ihe 
present Duquesne way, although In every 
case they were described as being such and 
such numbers In Woods plan of Pfltsburgh. 

And In such case as has been held In Htr- 
mlngham vs. Anderson, 12 Wright, page 263, 
and other cases, the plan Is made part of the 
deed and will control even against the de- 
scjlptlon. For forty years no Jot owner had 
endeavored to enforce thispreposterouslclatm 
of title to ihe wharf, but the Wilson claim en¬ 
couraged John McDonald, a wealthy lawyer 
of that day. to enclose two of his lots at cor¬ 
ner of Liberty and Water streets, extending 
his fences fu low water murk. The city au¬ 
thorities pro.-ecuted him lu tiie Q.uHrter Ses¬ 
sions of the county. On account of the Im- 

E ortance of the c^ise, as a precedent, Judge 
uncaii, one of the ablest Judges of the Su¬ 
preme I ourl, was sent here to preside In the 
Huarier Sessions upon this trial. 

His charge not only exlmusteil argument. 
but wit and ridicule, to show that taking the 
deed as a whole it conveyed but two lots in 
Wo<Ml8 plan, and now by attempting to take 
advantage of apalpablebluiiderof ascrlvener 
the defendant sought, after forty years, to 
take possession of property of perhaps ten 
times tlie value of his real purchase. Mc¬ 
Donald was convicted and sentenced to abate 
the nuisance by removing the fences, etc. 
The case was taken to the Supreme (k>urt and 
there nfArmed, and IsfulJy reported In 16, Ser¬ 
geant and Haw’Ie. That case settled the law 
and from that time, until the present, no one 
has had the temerity to attembl such a fraud. 
Rut now it seems the race off ols Is not ex¬ 
tinct. A lawyer alleged to be counsel forMrs. 
Sctienley did appear Irefore this commttlee 
and, Hs her agent, haa been visiting members 
of the Committee on Wharves, wanting them 
1o examine a deed or deeds from the Penrs to 
Craig ii Bayard, alleging It extended from 
river to river. 

Kow* It is probably true that Craig A Bay¬ 
ards original agreement was made with the 
agent of the Penns, for three acres, In Janu¬ 
ary, 1781, before W^kmIs plan was laid out. but 
after this plan was approved they agre^^ to 
accept and did accept, In lieu of the three 
acres, thirty-two lots lots In Woods plan, cov¬ 
ering substantially tlie same ground as that 
in the original agreement except that there 
was additional land la the loU to compensate 
for the loss of the river banks. 
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The attempt to recover more than was con¬ 
veyed, excited Judi^e Duncan’’^ ridicule half a 
century hro, and vre can not «ee that time has 
strengthened this claim. Home of these pur¬ 
ported Mrs. Schenlcy agents have been mous¬ 
ing around the lei^sees of the city trying loget 
them to sign leases at a nominal rent to avoid 
an adverse possession of nearly one hundred 
years. The wharf along the Allegheny river 
from the Point to tne month of Eleventh 
street, was not so early opened nor so much 
used as that on the Monougahela. About 
1836 the City Councils to remove all contro¬ 
versy, applied to the Quarter Sessions Court 
of this county to have liuquesne Way opened 
as now located. 

Proceedings were conducted in the manner 
usual in such cases. Thomas Bcott, then- 
President of ll»e M. and M, Hank, denied the 
constiuitlonality of these proceedings, and 
owning the grounds on which the Scott house 
has since been erected, contested the case in 
the county court and tlie Supreme Court of 
the State. This case, reported in 1st Barr, 
settles the constitutionality and regularity of 
these proceedings. 

These cases, athrmed in the Supreme Court 
of both State and United States, establish be¬ 
yond controversy the entire control of City 
Councils over the Wharves and Ijandlngs of 
the old ctly. The title to the Wharves and 
Landings, outside of the old city, varies 
slightly from those wltliln. The principle in¬ 
volved however and so clearly laid down in 
6 Peters is equally applicable to all the plans 
of lots laid out along the Allegheny and Mon- 
ODgahela rivers. 

That principle, briefly stated. Is simply that 
a land owner, like the Penns, wlio lays out a 
plan of lots on the hank of a navigable river, 
and then conveys the lots, vests each pur- 
cliaser, not only with title to the lot sold, but 
an Interest in common with all other lot 
owners in all streets, alleys, wharves and 
landings and the right to use the same, so 
far as necessary for the present needs or the 
future prosperity of the village or city to be 
built thereon, may require. Hence the hold¬ 
ers of Jots, purchased from Col. Bayard, have 
vested in ttiem the wharves and landings in 
old Baysrdstown, now the Ninth and Tenth 
wards of the city. 

Lot holders, under the O’Hara title, have 
the same for the Twelfth ward and Ewalt & 
Foster’s assigns for Lawrencevllle, now the 
Fifteenth and Seventeenth wards, and so in 
like manner on the South Sifle. And tlie 
right to xerclse dominion over these wharves 
and landings, wtdeh are a common upnur- 
tenant to the land embraced In the munici¬ 
pality, necessarily appertains to the munici¬ 
pal authority iu charge of that land, and 
therefore, whenever the boundaries of Pitts¬ 
burgh have been enlarged by the drawing in 
of adjacent boroughs, the value of the wharves 
and landings has been ascertained and paid by 
consolidated city. The appendix toHlagle’s 
Digest, pages 341 to 347, contains the adjust¬ 
ment of the value of the property along the 
Allegheny. The Controller’s Report of 1874 
contains the adjusted valuation of that spe¬ 
cies of propertyon the South Hide. The high 
and low water lilies, as originally known 
here, were the lines at common law, that 
is the actual customary Avater marks without 
any arbltra ry designation, and high water 
line often extended from one to three hundred 
feet beyond low water. The owners of these 
abutting properties, flndingthe inconvenience 
of these nncertaln Une«, applied to the Legis¬ 
lature and, in 1H15, a commission was appoin¬ 
ted to regulate these lines, the result of which 


has been a uniform line a way Inside of the old 
lines. The owners of abut ting property have 
generally gone on and filled up to these 
new lines and many of them nave gone 
beyond and arc noW encroaching upon 
llie riverbed, as modified by the high 
and low water lines, and If seme 
of these people are not restrained they bid 
fa r to claim and flit up the entire channel. 

Hut says an objector “I have never been 
paid tlie damages I suffered by this readjust- 
ment|of tlie nigh and low water lines, under 
the act of 1858. I now insist it Is uncon^titu- 
llonal.” Tills act has been In force for twen- 
ty-ttiree years. You never mace any claim 
for damages. Questions under tills act have 
been before our local courts fifty times and 
at least four limes before the Bupieme Court, 
In all these cases the act is spoken ol approv¬ 
ingly as a legitimate exercise of legislative 
power. No court ffas ever expressed a doubt 
of its constitulionality. Ninety-nlne-huu- 
drodths of tlie owners of abutting property 
have availed themselves of Us provisions to 
extend their lines and fill up the space to the 
new lines. 

If the act of 1858 is unconstitutional then 
the old common law high and low water lines 
are in force and that would drive everybody 
back one to two hundred feet. This for the 
abutting owners would be Jumping out of the 
frying pan into the fire. We do not believe 
the manufacturers of Pittsburgh desire to set 
aside the act of 185S and be relegated to the 
lines under the old law. 

The City Councils, we presume, are wiping 
to quietly acquiesce in tne policy of theact of 
1858. If that policy is to be assailed, let the 
authors of tlie act assail it. On tlieir applica¬ 
tion the act was passed. Tliey have availed 
themselves of its benefits fur twenty-three 
years. Honor, law and commou sense all 
concur in declaring these gentlemen to be 
esiopjted from now questioning the act. More 
than tliat, the old city, relying upon the ac¬ 
quiescence of these riparian owners and the 
rulings of the courts. l»as. whenever a new 
district was brought Into the city, paid it for 
these wharves and iHiidings and now holds 
them for ail public purposes as the streets 
and wliarves of the old city have always been 
held. 

Your committee would remind you that at 
the time the question as to the relative rights 
of the public aud the riparian lot owners 
were decided in the Supreme Court of tlie 
United States as well as this State, extraor¬ 
dinary attention was called to the state of our 
internal traffic and the effect of permitting 
private ownership to impose res rlctions on 
commerce. The steamboat Interest had 
reached its greatest activity. The Hupreme 
Court had been enlarged and Judge McLean 
had just been transferred from the head of the 
Post Offee department, wliere tlie evil of re¬ 
strict ious on intestate commerce had been 
forcibly brought to his atteution. The ablest 
lawyers of the day had argued these aud cog¬ 
nate cases. 

Edward Livingstone, in the New Orleans 
case, had shown liow much more liberal was 
the civil law of continental PJurope than the 
English common law. Henry Clay appeared 
lor the plaintiff In the Cincinnati case and 
Daniel Webster for the city. William Wll- 
kin.s, Richard Biddle and, above all, James 
Roos, wliose name does not appear, because 
he was a witness, had cliargeof the Pittsburgii 
cases and John Sergeant and Henry Baldwin 
represented Wilson. 

In view of the historical facts connected 
w ith the original laying out of the city and 
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thejiuliclal decisions thereon, yonr commit- 
tee believe that the right of the CUy Cbuneils to 
the, fiOlenl control over all wharvee and landings 

esOiblished beyond a perCLdvcnlure.

Gentlemen— Ordinance No. 12}), Com¬ 
mon Council, entitled'*An ordinance grant¬ 
ing the Mutual Union Telegraph ^mpany 
the privilege of using certain streets, etc,” 
having been referred to me for approval, I 
beg leave to return the same with ray objec¬ 
tions thereto. 

The lot holders of the City hold their 
property in fee to the centre of the street, and 
the Municipal Corporation holds only an eas- 
ment —the right of way — over said streets 
with the accompanying right of sewerage, 
gas pipes, water pipes, etc., for the general 
good of the citizens, but which in no way 1 nter- 
feres with the legitimate use of the streets, 
Ac., or prejudice the property of the citizen. 

Second'-By the terms of the ordinance the 


power conferred may be used for the purpose 
of private speculation regardless of the public 
good. 

Third—The placing of poles upon private 
property (subject only to the easments—al¬ 
ready suggested) without the consent of the 
owner is in violation of their constitutional 
rights. 

JfymrUi—The erection of poles and wires in 
contravention of the private rights of the 
citizen and lot owners. 

Fifth—The placing of poles In close proxim¬ 
ity to aud In front of business houses greatly 
interferes with the satisfactory disciiarge of 
tlieir business. 

The privilege of permitting the poles 
to be used for electric light purposes endang¬ 
ers the buildings of the ('itizens. 

iSfeyenWt—The increased and Increasing num¬ 
ber of poles erected and to be erected In the 
public streets of a populous city Is fast becom¬ 
ing a public nuisance. 

Inasmuch as it is now practically 
proven in other cities that wires for the pur¬ 
poses set forth in the ordinance can be suc¬ 
cessfully used by placing them beneath the 
surface of the streets, thus avoiding the un¬ 
sightly use of poles and wires aud the proba¬ 
ble dainn^e that may ensue. 

In thus giving my objections I do It with a 
view to the condition of the thoroughfares of 
our city. If corporations can he permitted to 
erect half dozen poles (unsightly) within the 
space of as many hundred feet, they may (If 
Councils In their wisdom so say) erect as 
many hundred, thusnotonly virtually ignor¬ 
ing the rights of the people, but also destroy¬ 
ing the public thorouglifares. For the reasons 
above enumerated and many others which 
readily suggest themselves, but which I deem 
unnecessary to detail, I beg to return this or¬ 
dinance to your Honorable Bodies with my 
veto thereOL

JPburtA—The Increased and increasing num¬ 
ber of poles erected and to be erected In the 
public streets of a popu lous city is fhst becom¬ 
ing a public nuisance. 

.fV<*'”lnasniucb as it is now practically 
proved In other cities that wires for the pur¬ 
poses set forth In tlie ordinance can be suc- 
cessiully used by placing them beneath the 
surface of the streets, tuua avoiding the un¬ 
sightly use of poles and wires and the proba¬ 
ble uamage that may ensue. 

jStccf/i—The exercise of the police power of the 
State should never be abridged or so constru¬ 
ed as to permit corporations to conduct tbelr 
business in such u manner as to injure the 
equal riglits of individuals. 

iSeveni/i—Municipal and other corporations 
and individuals luvested with the privilege 
of taking private property for public us© 
ought to make just coinpeusatlou for prop¬ 
erty taken, injured or destroyed, which com¬ 
pensation should be paid or secured lo be 
paid belore such taking, injury or destruction. 

in making the above objections 1 desire to 
call your aileutlon to the fact that in New 
York (Jity and other large cities the wires for 
electric lignt and telegraphic purposes are be* 
ing carried underiieaii) the surface of the 
stveeiM, through pipes made for that purpose; 
toe excavation being but a few Inches deep 
and along the edge of liie street, near the curb 
stone, thus avoiding the closing of the streets. 
As a sample of the manner in which wires 
can be placed in closed boxes or pipes, allow 
me to call your attention lo the wires crossing 
the Point bridge In this city, there seventeen 
wires are insulated and carried across that 
structure near the roadbed. 

Other cities seeing the necessity of conopel- 
ling corpoi ail on s to take ad vantage of modern 
Improvements are refusing permission to 
erect poles, and In some iustHnees are tak¬ 
ing measures to cause those already erected 
to be taken dow'n. At the inquest lield upon 
the victims of the fire in Philadelphia, a few 
days since, the Coroner’s jury found that the 
fire was caused by improperly constructed 
and inefficiently managed electrical appara¬ 
tus for lighllug the building. 

Tliat the wires for electric light, as now 
placed, are dangerous, is admitted by many 
oi those interested in the company having 
them in charge, and the giving authority 
for the erecting and maintaining poles and 
wires on sucli streets, lanes and alleys of this 
cit> as may be required by said company, 
when the danger above alluded to can be ob¬ 
viated by placing the wires underneath the 
BUilace of the streets and alleys, looks to me 
like gianiiug permission to a corporation lo 
do tiiHt which may not only result In the 
destruciion of property, but in loss of life as 
was thr case la Philadelphia. 

1 beg leave therefore to return this ordin¬ 
ance to your honoiable body with my veto 
thereof.

To the Honorable the Select and Cbm- 
mon Onmeila of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen 

Ordin-ence No, 94 of Common Council 
entitled “An ordinance granting the Ameri¬ 


can Rapid Telegraph Company the privilege 
to use certain streets and avenues for the 
erection and maintenance of a line of tele¬ 
graph through the same,” having been refer¬ 
red to me for approval, I beg leave to return 
the same with my objections thereto. The 
objections given by me In the matter of the 
MutualUnionTelegraphCompany apply with 
the same force to tills ordinance, and I there¬ 
fore again state some of my objections, with 
others that seem to me equally good. 

The lot holders of the City hold their 
property in fee to the centre of the street, and 
the Municipal Corporation hold only an eas- 
ment—the right of way—over said streets 
with the accompanying rlglit of sewerage, 
gas pipes, water pipes, etc., for the general 
good of the citizens, but which in no way In¬ 
terferes with tlie legitimate use of the streets, 
or prejudice the property of the citizen. 

iSfecond—The placing of poles upon private 
property (subject only to the easmenfs—al¬ 
ready suggested) without the consent of the 
owner is in violation of their constitutional 
rights. 

27ijrd—The placing of poles In close proxim¬ 
ity to and in front of business houses not only 
greatly interferes with the satisfactory dis¬ 
charge of their business, but the net work of 
telegraph wires stretched thereon.must natur¬ 
ally greatly interfere with lh« firemen in the 
proper discharge of their duties in cases 
when called upon to extinguish fires In the 
neighborhood of this growing evil. 

Fourth—The Increased and increasing num¬ 
ber of poles erected and to be erected In the 
public streets is fast becoming a public nuis¬ 
ance. 

Fifth—'ihe exercise of the police power of 
the State should never be abridged or so con¬ 
strued as to permit corporations to conduct 
their business in such a manner as to injure 
the equal rights of individuals. 

Municipal and other corporations and 
individuals Invested with the privilege of 
taking private property for public use ought 
to make just compensation for property 
taken, injured or destroyed, which compen¬ 
sation should be paid or secured to be paid 
before such taking. Injury or destruction. 

There can now be no qu'stlon as to the 
practicability of underground telegraphy, 
the system devised by Dr. Stephen. Post¬ 
master General of Germany, is thus spoken 
of In a scientific Journal: 

“On March 14th, 1876, the first line of cable 
from Berlin to Stalle was commenced and on 
June 26th, 1881, the work was completed by 
the laying of the cable from Cologne to 
Alx-la—Chappelle, lo fifty-eight months; 
eighteen lines have been laid comprising 
3,394 miles of cable, costing 30,200,000 marks. 
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The eighteen lines connect 221 town^. In 
France a similar system Is adopted between 
Paris and MargeUies. The trenches for re¬ 
ceiving the iron pipes in which the cables are 
laid are nearly four leet deep. 

These cables contain three conducting 
cables with seven conductors in each, giving 
thus iwenty-oue conductors altogether. 
Facilities for examining the cables are pro¬ 
vided at distances ofSOO metres." 

Mayor Harrison of Chicago, in a message 
to Councils slating his objections to the or¬ 
dinance gran ting the Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company the right to erect poles upon the 
streets of that City says: 'Underground 
cables are no experiments. They are work¬ 
ing now in various parts of the world. They 
are working across the Hackensack meadows 
and across the St. Louis bridge, and under¬ 
ground cables are successfully running from 
the Western Union office in Broadway, New 
York, and under the Hudson river. But these 
systems are costly. It is far more pleasant 
to a Company to water stock and make vast 
stock dividends than to lay such cables. But 
as the Companies do not water stock for the 
purpose ot making dividends for the people 
of Olilcago except to a chosen few I think it 
better to make the Companies spend some 
extra money aud keep our streets in a safer 
condition." This requirement applies with 
still stronger force to our own City. 

January 3rd, 1882, In the City of Philadel¬ 
phia a test of the new system for laying un¬ 
derground telegraph wires was made. I can¬ 
not better show the result thereof than by 
quoting from an ably 'written editorial in the 
Evening News of Philadelphia under date 
of January 4th, 1882: "The object," says the 
editor "was to show that wires would work 
under ground and not that the particular 
mode of conduits adopted would answer the 
purpuse. The point about which electricians 
have differed was whether wires laid under¬ 
ground would not come in contact with 
dampness and so lose the electric current. 
The system tested yesterday entirely obvia¬ 
tes this difficulty. The wire is insulated, 
then wrapped with other wire which meets 
all the outside absorption of the electric 
fluid, and this again with thread or cord." 
These wires are then laid in trenches, con¬ 
ducting them through pipes, and the melted 
residuum of coal tar or bitumen poured in, 
fllling all the interstices andsurrounding the 
pipes. It hardens to the firmness of granite, 
and is imnerviousto water or dampness. The 
tubes may be sufllcient in number to accom¬ 
modate all wires possible to be used and as 
they are perfectly and permanently separat¬ 
ed, wire for electric lighting with the power¬ 
ful currents that pass through them do not 
interfere with others used for messages or 
the telephone. The system tested yesterday 
is precisely that adopted in Boston. If ad¬ 
opted, the general advantages will be that the 
dangers of fire and the injury of firemen and 
the unsightly appearance of wires aloug our 
streets will be removed." 

As an Instance of the dlflference in the 
manner of conducting Municipal affairs in 
this City as compared with other cities, allow 
me to call your attention to the poles erected 
in Philadelphia for electric wire purposes, 
They are neat iron posts taking but little 
room and made quite ornamental, and for 
the privilege given, Chestnut street is light¬ 
ed with electric light, from the Delaware to 
the Schuylkill rivers, free of cost to the City, 
thus to a certain extent paying for the fran¬ 
chise given. 

In New York City one cent per lineal foot 


is paid to the City fortbe privilege of laying 
underground telegraph wires. In ibis City 
unfortunately for the heavy burdened tax 
payer, corporations have been so accustomed 
lo obtain important franchises without any 
adequate (and in many instances without 
any) compensation therefor, that they now 
look upon it as a right. If this manner of 
conducting affairs Is persisted in and allowed 
by Councils we may expect to be ruled entire¬ 
ly by corporations having no other interest 
in the welfare of the Ciiy than lo obtain 
large profits from small capital. 

Street railways, telegraph, telephone and 
electric light companies and other corpora¬ 
tions of Tike character, owued by a few 
wealthy capitalists, occupy and use our 
streets and thoroughfares to their own ad¬ 
vantage and to the deterlmeutof our citizens. 
They can well afford and sheuid be made to 
pay for the privileges given and therefor to 
the end that this result so devoutly wished 
for by the mass ot our tax payers may be 
reached, I return this ordinance with my 
disapproval in the hope that your honorable 
bodies will see the necessity of providing 
some means by which our exhausted treas¬ 
ury may be to some extent replenished, by a 
proper and equitable tax being placed upon 
all corporations asking privileges from the 
City.

Southend of South Tunnel; thence by such 
tunnel following the general course of Neville 
street at about seventy feet under the grade 
thereof to the north lire of Centre avenue, 
the northerly terminus of South Tunnel, 
thence following the valley of the Two-Mile 


Run to a point near Liberty avenue at south 
end of North Tunnel; thence by tunnel to 
northerly line of Butler street, the north end 
of North Tunnel, near Thirty-fifth street; 
thence by Tilirty-flfth or Thirty-sixth street 
to the Allegheny River; thence by a branch 
westerly to Eleventh street and easterly to 
Negley’s Run, In accordance with a plan filed 
in the office of the City Engineer. 

Sec. 2. That wherever the said railroad 
shall be constructed across or along any 
street at grade, the said company shall 
keep the pavement of said street so 
far as occupied by said railroad in 
perpetual gooa repair from curb to curb, and 
shall construct such passage ways and water 
courses along and under the tracks as the 
City Engineer may require on or after the 
construction of said railroad; and where said 
railroad shall cross any street above or below 
the grade of said street said company shall 
construct good and substantial bridges over 
or across said street or the approaches thereto, 
of a span equal to ihe full width of such 
streets, with the privilege to erect columns 
to support the same, on the curb lines, and 
said company shall place safety gales at all 
streets crossed at grade when same shall be 
required by the Street or Road Committee, 
and provided that the construction of said 
railroad and its operation on and along the 
right of way above described shall be in such 
a manner as not to interfere with the eco¬ 
nomical worKings of the manufacturlcg es¬ 
tablishments located along said route, antt 
care shall be taken that there shall he no ob¬ 
struction to the shipping facilities of such es¬ 
tablishments in tlielr free and convenient 
access to the river, and provided further^ that 
the said company shall not use the steam 
whistle as a signal, and shall be subject at all 
times to such rules and regulations as may 
be found necessary for the protection and se- 
curlly of the person and property of the citi¬ 
zen, an J said company shall be subject to t he 
provisions of the ordinances of the city gov¬ 
erning railroads, and at no time shall any 
street crossing be blockaded for a longer time 
than three minutes; and for an.v violation of 
this provision the company shall be subject 
to a penalty of fifty dollars, to be recovered 
as other fines and forfeitures are collectible 
before the Mayor of said city. 

Fec. 3. That the construction of said railroad 
over or along the riglit of way herein granted 
shall be subject to tlie supervision and ap- 
nroval of the City Engineer, and the said 
company shall submit to said engineer the 
plans and profiles of the lines and all work 
contemplated to be done, and if the said en¬ 
gineer shall be of opinion that the same are 
inaccordance with the requirements of the 
provisirns of this ordinance he shall approve 
the same, and the tunnels shall be so con¬ 
structed that the crown of the arch thereof 
shall be at such a depth below the surface as 
shall not interfere with the laying of water 
pipes and the construction of sewers, and 
wherever the said railroad shall interfere 
with any existing water pipes or sewers or 
watercourses they shall be secured and re¬ 
placed and provided for by the said railroad 
company under and by direction of the City 
Engineer, When repairs of water pipes nr 
sewers or construction thereof require the re¬ 
moval of portions of said railroad, said com¬ 
pany shall support its tracks during such 
work and replace same without cost to the 
city; said railroad shall be so constructed as 
not to interfere with the sewerage of the city 
as may hereafter be required. 

Sec. 4. That any railroad company now or 
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}»ereafter aiitliorized to operate a railroad 
within theOlty of Pittfiburgh or desiring to 
enter the same by means of said Junotlon 
railroad shall have the right to connect ihere- 
wilh for the inlerclmnge of traffic on the pay¬ 
ment of a reasonable and equitable compen¬ 
sation for the transportation of cars and 
freight thereon, to be calculated and based on 
the cost of construction, maintenance and 
operation of said Junction railroad and the 
volume of traffic to be carried tliereon by 
such connecting company,such compensation 
to be fixed by mutual agreement, and in case 
of failure to agree upon the terms thereof 
then such compensation shall be fixed by 
referees to be chosen, one by each company 
and the third by (he two thus chosen, whose 
finding shall be final and conclusive, or such 
company desiring such connection may ap¬ 
ply to the Court of Cotnmon Pleas of Alle¬ 
gheny county in accordance with the Act of 
Assembly in such case made and provided, 
who upon such application being made shall 
appoint three disinterested persons who shall 
fix such rates of compensation, the regula¬ 
tion of the motive power and such other mat¬ 
ters as shall be involved in the joint use of 
said railroad, and their finding shall be final 
conclusive wlien approved by saUl Court. 
Provided, That the moving of all motive 
power used on said railroad shall be subject 
to the management ol said Junction Railroad 
Company, but said company shall not dis¬ 
criminate in favor of or against any railroad 
company, association or individual in the 
movement of cars or freight, in the furnish¬ 
ing of motive power or in ciiarges for such 
service, and shall from time to time arrange 
and establish a fair and reasonable schedule 
of time for the accommodation of all con¬ 
necting companies, as-^ociotions or individ¬ 
uals using said railroad for the transportation 
of cars or freight. Provided also, that such 
connection shall be made snt»Ject to the Con¬ 
stitution and Laws of the Slate of Pennsyl¬ 
vania now in force relative to the use of the 
tracks of one railroad company by another 
and regulating tlie exchange of traffic be¬ 
tween the same. 

Sec, 5. That in order to afford ample facil¬ 
ities to those doing business along the line of 
said Junction Railroad for the cheap and ex- 
redltlons shipment and receipts of freight by 
the car load, the said company shall have the 
right to connect Its tracks with tlieir places 
of business subject to the general ordinance 
of the city regulating switch licenses as pro¬ 
vided in city code, titled “Railroad Switches,” 
section 1, page 278, or as may be hereafter or¬ 
dained by Councils of said city. The said 
railroad shall be so constructed as to preserve 
to the manufacturers along its line a free and 
ready access from the works to the river. 

Sec. 6. That bituminous coal shall not be 
used for fuel in locomotives of said road, but 
that coke or other non-smoke producing fuel 
shall be used, and Councils hereby reserve 
the right to alter or modify this section so as 
to require the use of smoke consumers on said 
locomotives should the same in their judg¬ 
ment be to the advantage of the city. Pro¬ 
vided, that for any violation of this section 
said company on conviction shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of twent.y dollars ($20) per day 
for each day that any locomotive is so im¬ 
properly used, said fine or forfeiture to be sued 
for before the Mayor or any Alderman of the 
city and be collectaole as other fines and for¬ 
feitures are now by law collectable, and it 
is hereby made the duty of the street or road 
commissioner to cause the necessary infor¬ 
mation to be made whenever his attention 


shall be properly called to any violation of 
tills section. 

8kc. 7, That any property owned hy the 
city taken and appropriated by said compRuy 
under the terms of thU ordlnRiice shall he 
paid for in like manner as similar property 
of private persons. 

Sec. 8, Tlmt said Jiiiiclion Railroad Com¬ 
pany shall begin the construction of said line 
within ninety (90) days from the date of the 
passage of tills ordinance and its approval by 
ttie Mayorand shall complete the same with¬ 
out unnecessary delay. 

Sec. 0. That said company shall wltliin 
ninety (1)0) days after the passage ard ap¬ 
proval of this ordinance file with the City 
Controller a duly certified copy of a resolu¬ 
tion passed by tlie Board of Directors of said 
company accepting and agreeing to this ordi¬ 
nance in all its provisions and stipulations 
and in case of failure so to do this ordinance 
shall be veld and of no effect.

That the consent of the City of Piitsburgh Is 
hereby given to the City Passenger Hallway 
Company, a corporation chartered by the 
State of Pennsylvania, to enter upon and oc¬ 
cupy for the purposes of their railway the 
streets and avenues herein mentioned, and 
the said company is hereby authorized to 
enter upon and lay down a single or double 
track railway, with the needed turnouts and 
switches along and over the following route, 
viz.: Beginning at or near the corner of 
Liberty avenue and Sixth avenue, thence 
along Sixth avenue to Old avenue, thence 
along Old avenue to Shingiss street, thence 
along Shlngisa street to Watson street, thence 
along Watson street to Boyd street, thence 
along Boyd street to Forbes street, thence 
along Forbes street to Madison street, thence 
thence along Madison street to Tustin street, 
thence along Tustin street to Brady street, 
thence along Brady street to Second avenue, 
thence along Second avenue to a point two 
hundred yards east of Murphy street, until 
extended wiih the permission of Councils, 
And the said company shall have the privi¬ 
lege of traversing the said streets and ave¬ 
nues with their cars and horses, subject to 
such rules and regulati')ns of the city respect¬ 
ing such streets and avenues, as Councils may 
from time to time enact.

that said company shall not lay any track on 
Sixth avenue between Wood and Siuithfleld 
streets. 

SBC. 3. The consent given In the preceding 
section is granted upon the following condi¬ 
tions, which shall be accepted by the said Cit.y 
Passenger Railway Company under its cor¬ 
porate seal in writing, flled in the office of the 
City Controller within thirty days after the 
passage or approval of this ordinance: 

First. To use in construction of their tracks 
rails of a pattern to be approved by the city 
Engineer, and the same shall be laid under 
the supervision and in the manner and places 
designated by the City Engineer.

Fifth, That said company shall pay Into 
the City Treasury for the use of the city, com¬ 
mencing after flve years from the completion 
of the said railway, and at the same date an¬ 
nually thereafter the sum of twenty dollars 
($20) for each car run over siid road, but this 
shall not be held to apply to cars used on ex¬ 
traordinary occasions, such as holidays and 
fair days, or to cars reserved for use in case of 
accident or damage to others. 

Sixth. If at any time it shall become neces¬ 
sary to take up the tracks of the said railway 
for the purpose ofgraditig, re grading, pavirg 
or repavlng,orforthe construction or repair of 
any sewer, or for the laying, re-laying or re¬ 
pair of any water pipe, or for any other public 
Improvement on any or either of the streets 
and avenues over and along which said rail¬ 
way may run, the said company shall upon 
receiviug notice from the proper office take 
up and relay their said tracks at their own 
proper cost and expense. And the said City 
Passenger Railway Company hereby accepts 
the provisions of an ordinance entitled “Au 
ordinance to provide for the removal of rail¬ 
road tracks, &c.,’’ passed 14th October, A. B., 
1872.

Sec. 2. The said conduits shall not be of 
greater diameter than 18 inches, and shall be 
placed at a depth of 3 feet from the surface of 
tbe street, and shall be laid between the 
tracks of street cars and the curbstone on 
such streets as may be occupied by street 
cars, and on other streets the said conduits 
shall be laid at a distance of not greater than 
three feet from the curb line, except where 
tlie streets are paved with concrete or wood, 
then the conduits shall be laid on the side¬ 
walk. Provided, that In laying said conduits 
no greater distance than two squares shall be 
opened at the same time, and the work to be 
done shall be continuously and speedily 
prosecuted to completion, under the direc¬ 
tion of the Street or Road Commissioner of 
tbe district in which the said conduits are be¬ 
ing laid, and should in the opinion of said 
commissioners the work be unnecessarily de¬ 
layed, they shall direct the company to 
hasten tbe same, and in case of refusal so to 
do they shall have the power to prosecute the 
said work at the expense of the company. 

Sec, 3, That any streets opened by said 
company shall be immediately repaved by 
the Street or Koad Commissianer, at the ex¬ 
pense of the Conduit Company. The said 
commissioner shall make an estimate of the 
cost of repaving each section not exceeding 
two squares, and payment of said estimate 
shall be made to the said commissioner in 
advance of the street being opened. A final 
settlement to be made by the company and 
commissioner upon the completion of the 
work, and in no case shall the city be held 
liable for any loss that may occur. Provided^ 
That said company shall give bond iu the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, (610,000.00) con¬ 
ditioned that it will faithfully comply with 
the provisions and requirements of this ordi¬ 
nance, said bond to be approved by the Com¬ 
mittee on Streets and filed with the City Con- 
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troller prior to any streets being used or oc¬ 
cupied by said company.
